Both  descriptions  corresponded 
with  one  given  by  Dr.  Frank  Hogg, 
astronomer,  who  was  on  duty  at 
the  Astrophyslcal  Observatory,  and 
who  had  a  splendid  opportunity  of 
watching  the  meteor. 

GREENISH  COLOR 

It  was  of  a  greenish  cofor.  becom- 
ing brighter  as  It  flared  up,  and 
burned  out  as  It  passed  through  the 
upper  strata  of  the  earth's  atmos- 
phere. 

Dr.  Hogg  said  that  the  meteor 
must  have  been  high  up,  as  It 
burned  out  before  reaching  the 
horison.  Its  flight  lasted  one  sec- 
ond, while  the  trail  It  left  behind 
lasted  another  second,  making  the 
total  duration  of  the  spectacle  about 
two  seconds,  although  to  observers 
It  might  appear  to  be  longer  than 
that  by  virtue  of  the  distance  It 
covered  during  that  time. 

The  astromoner  said  there  was 
no  connection  between  this  and  a 
much  larger  meteor  seen  over  Al- 
berta two  days  ago.  It  was  an  un 
usually  bright  one.  however,  and 
would  have  been  even  brighter  to 
the  observers  had  the  night  not  been 
so  hasy.  Dr.  Hogg  stated.

SHIP'S  FATE 

IS  MYSTERY 


Italian  Freighter  Unreported 
Many  Hours  After  Dis- 
tress Call  Heard 

MANILA,  P.I.,  March  31  (AP).—

Repeated  calls  to  the  ship  by  the 
Radio  Corporation  of  America 
failed  to  evoke  a  response,  and 
other  sources  reported  they  had  not 
heard  from  the  vessel., The  British 
wireless  at  Hongkong  said  it  had 
not  heard  the  SOS.,  which  led  the 
Japanese  freighter  Kamo  Maru  to 
proceed  to  the  position  given  by 
the  Otranto  off  the  Northern  Coast 
of  Luzon. 

WEATHER  FAIR 

The  weather  was  fair,  although  a 
northeast  monsoon  was  kicking  up 
the  waves  In  the  China  Sea. 

After  reporting  the  Otranto's  dis- 
tress signal  at  7:40  a.m.,  yesterday, 
the  Kamo  Maru  searched  the  wat- 
ers surrounding  the  Otranto's  re- 
ported position— latitude  15  north, 
longitude  119.43— and  then  pro- 
ceeded toward  Hongkong.

Moreover, 
conversion  of  loans  at  a  lowei  iate  o!  interest 
can  only  take  place  us  such  loans  fall  due.  and 
then  only  with  the  conseut  of  the  holdeis 

There  Is  a  vitiating  process  apparent  In  those 
who  suggest  repudiation.  It  Is  the  expression  of 
minds  that  have  become  Bftlptd  it  Is  not  upon 
the  principle  of  dishonor  that  a  nation  becomes 
great  and  respected.  It  is  upon  the  Inviolable 
sanctity  of  its  word  and  adherence  to  Its  con- 
tractural  obligations  that  prestige  Is  won.  This 
Dominion  has  many  financial  problems.  Where 
debts  are  concerned  it  Is  the  determination  of 
the  Government  that  Canada  will  adhere  to  the 
letter  and  ■plrit  of  Its  bond.  When  conversion  of 
loans  becomes  possible  that  practice  will  be  pur- 
sued, but  the  possibility  of  conversion  rests  upon 
the  good  faith  which  the  Government  shows  In 
Its  financial  dealings. 


THE  POLITICAL  CONSTITUTION 

"Let  me  exhort  and  conjure  you  never  to 
suffer  an  invasion  of  your  political  constitution, 
however  minute  the  Instance  may  appear,  to  pass 
by,  without  a  determined,  persevering  resistance. 
One  precedent  creates  another.  They  soon  accu- 
mulate and  constitute  law.  What  yesterday  was 
fact,  today  is  doctrine.  Examples  are  supposed 
to  Justify  the  most  dangerous  measures;  and, 
where  they  do  not  suit  exactly,  the  defect  is 
supplied  by  analogy.  Be  assured  that  the  laws 
which  protect  us  in  our  civil  rights  grow  out  of 
the  constitution  and  they  must  fall  or  flourish 
with  lt.'Wunlus. 

As  in  days  long  gone  by  when  the  above 
warning  was  issued  there  Is  a  new  attempt  to 
introduce  8tar  Chamber  methods  In  government 
by  the  BUI  now  before  the  Provincial  Legislature 
entitled  the  Special  Powers  Act.  The  choice  be- 
fore the  elected  representatives  of  the  people  is 
to  determine  for  themselves  "whether  they  will 
firmly  and  constitutionally  assert  their  rights,  or 
make  an  humble,  slavish  surrender  of  them  at 
the  feet  of  the  ministry."  Junius  told  the  people 
of  England  when  Star  Chamber  methods  were 
attempted  that  they  owed  It  to  their  ancestors 
to  preserve  entire  those  rights  which  had  been 
delivered  to  their  care.  They  owed  it,  as  well, 
to  posterity  not  to  suffer  their  dearest  inherit- 
ance to  be  destroyed.  Moreover,  the  preserva- 
tion of  that  Inheritance,  the  right  alone  of  the 
elected  representatives  of  the  people  to  make 
the  laws  of  the  land,  is  a  personal  interest  of 
their  own  which  cannot  be  surrendered. 

The  Special  Powers  Act  Is  designed  to  strip 
the  Legislature  of  its  authority.  However  specious 
its  wording  there  is  no  other  interpretation.  It 
purposes  to  give  the  Ministry  alone,  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Legislature,  the  power  to  raise 
and  spend  moneys  and  to  Interfere  to  the  limit 
with  the  civil  and  constitutional  rights  of  the 
people  as  a  whole.  The  Ministry,  too,  could, 
without  consulting  either  the  Legislature  or  the 
people,  dissipate  at  will  the  heritage  comprised 
In  the  natural  resources  of  the  province.  It  Is  a 
prospect  that  must  necessarily  arouse  the  most 
serious  misgivings,  misgivings  of  a  character 
which  cannot  be  entertained  by  any  liberty- 
loving  people.  The  fact  alone  that  the  legisla- 
tion opens  up  the  prospects  of  a  saturnalia  of 
spending  should  be  sufficient  to  cause  consterna- 
tion among  the  taxpayers.  Any  protestations 
by  individual  Ministers,  or  by  the  Premier  him- 
self, that  there  is  no  such  intention  are  futile 
Inasmuch  as  the  power  would  exist.  Why  should 
it  exist  at  all  if  there  is  no  desire  to  put  it  Into 
practice? 

The  Ministers  of  the  Crown  in  this  province 
know  no  better  than  the  representatives  of  the 
people  as  a  whole  in  the  Legislature  what  is  the 
legislation  that  should  be  devised  In  the  best 
interests  of  British  Columbia.  Those  Ministers, 
for  the  most  part,  are  wholly  Inexperienced  hi 
government.  That  fact  constitutes  a  compelling 
argument  why  ttMf  AfeOttld  bt  subject  to  the  con- 
stitutional Mffcgoatdl  built  up  by  British  prac- 
tice and  precedent  and  especially  designed  to 
keep  a  check  on  ministerial  action.  This  argu- 
ment Is  not  the  cause  of  faction  or  of  party;  It 
Is  simply  what  is  in  the  common  interest  and 
for  the  common  good  of  the  people  as  a  whole.

The  Influence  of  what  Is  now  proposed  will 
undoubtedly  pursue  and  besmirch  the  reputation 
of  the  Liberal  Party  throughout  many  years  to 
come.  The  saving  grace  of  the  situation  Is,  how- 
ever, that  the  Special  Powers  Act  Is  obviously 
ultra  vires  of  the  province.  Fortunately  the 
courts  remain  an  essential  part  of  the  constitu- 
tion, not  to  be  questioned  either  by  the  Legia 
lature  or  the  Government  Itself  They  exist  in 
British  countries,  for  one  reason,  to  show  that 
governments  can  only  govern  and  legislatures 
legislate  according  to  the  forms  and  principles 
of  the  particular  constitution  under  which  they 
operate

The  failure  of  the  first  democ- 
racies did  not  convince  the  people 
of  other  nations  that  the  voice  of 
the  people  was  not  the  voice  of  the 
true  Ood.  but  might  be  the  voice  of 
a  false  god.  80  the  democratic  Idea 
found  root  In  England  first,  then 
made  Its  way  across  the  channel  to 
be  adopted  In  the  new  and  promising 
land  of  America.  After  the  war  a 
distinguished  theoretical  statesman 
undertook  to  establish  democracies 
throughout  all  the  newly-oon- 
structed  nations  of  Central  Europe. 
Today  there  Is  not  a  pure  democ- 
racy left  in  Europe  except  two,  and 
the  fate  of  one  of  those  democ- 
racies Is  trembling  on  the  brink  of 
a  precipice,  and  there  are  authori- 
ties in  England  who  are  asking 
whether  that  ancient  democracy 
has  fulfilled  all  the  expectations  of 
Its  advocates  and  those  who  are 
still  its  ardent  defenders.  Pope 
gave  expression  to  the  situation  In 
many  countries  today  when  he  de- 
clared In  a  celebrated  couplet: 
"For  forms  of  government  let  fools 
contest;  whateer  Is  best  admin- 
istered Is  best.-

In  Oreat  Britain  there  has  been  a 
prevalent  belief  that  a  limited  form 
of  monarchy  gives  the  most  satis- 
factory kind  of  government.  An 
unlimited  form  of  democracy  was 
deemed  to  have  been  so  satisfactory 
In  the  United  States  that  any 
thoughtful  critic  who  would  have 
dared  to  suggest  the  idea  of  an  ex- 
periment In  any  other  form  of  gov- 
ernment would  have  been  deemed 
a  traitor  to  his  country.  Yet  In  the 
United  States  today  they  are  trying 
an  experiment  with  the  principles 
or  the  necessities  of  a  limited  form 
of  democracy.  Over  there  they 
have  found  out  that  the  voice  of 
the  people  may  not  be  the  voice  of 
Ood  after  all,  but  the  voice  of  a 
minority  of  the  people  organized 
and  firmly  banded  together  for  the 
purpose  of  exploiting  all  the  people

There  Is  going  to  be  another  gen- 
eral election,  practically,  in  the 
United  8tates  In  the  early  Dart  of 
November.  A  completely  new 
House  of  Repres<  •  atlves  and  9 
part  of  a  new  Senate  are  to  be 
elected.  Beginning  with  the  noble 
experiment  of  prohibition,  the  au- 
thorities of  the  United  States 
responsible  fOT  the  maintenance  of 
order  and  enforcement  of  the  law 
have  been  troubled  exceedingly  by 
the  actions  of  racketeers.  The  so- 
cial racketeers  have  been  curbed  in 
their  rackets  to  some  extent,  but  the 
operation  of  political  racketeers  is 
quite  a  different  "proposition."

Srtr,  —  Some  replies  have  been 
written  to  my  letters  on  the  above 
subject  of  March  14.  viz .

The  historical  records  extant  of 
the  earlv  days  of  Christianity  In 
Britain.  Ireland,  etc  .  are  very 
perfect,  and  many  myths, 
legends,  have  been  woven  Into  the 
story,  but  we  know  that  in  the  early 
centuries  Christianity  was  found 
there  In  IU  primitive  form,  un- 
corrupted  by  later  apostasy  that 
came  in  from  outside  sources.

Last  year  the  world  produced 
89,000,000  pounds  of  halibut,  and  of 
this,  46.000,000  pounds  came  from 
the  halibut  banks  of  the  Pacific,  off 
British  Columbia  and  Alaska.  It 
was  a  slow  fish  to  mature,  taking 
about  twelve  years,  and  It  was  dis- 
covered that  intensive  fishing  would 
soon  deplete  the  supply. 

The  last  halibut  treaty  with  the 
United  States  was  in  1930.  which 
had  five  years  to  run.   To  the  best 
of  his  knowledge,  the  present  hall

Senator  McRae  described  how  an- 
nually the  seal  herd  passed  along 
the  British  Columbia  coast.  The 
treaty  protected  the  herd  in  its  mi- 
gration and  only  permitted  so  many 
male  seals  to  be  taken  from  the 
herd  In  the  PTibilofT  Islands.

FRANCE  TESTS 
HUGE  BOMBER 

H:Kp'  Machine  Carries  Ten 
Machine  Guns  and  Has 
Four  Engines 


PARIS  (UP). — Leo,  last  word  in 
France's  air  armament,  has  been 
tested  and  soon  ia  to  enter  service 
as  a  night  bomber. 

Defensively  armed  with  ten  ma- 
chine guns,  the  craft  has  attained 
a  speed  of  300  kilometres  an  hour 
at  an  altitude  of  1,200  feet,  carry- 
ing a  full  load,  including  almost 
four  tons  of  explosives. 

Leo  30  is  the  official  designation 
of  the  plane,  which  is  built  by  the 
Lolre-et-Ollvler  factory.  It  Is  a 
monoplane  with  four  motors  set 
tandem  in  the  wings  to  port  and 
starboard. 

The  bomber  has  a  double  ma- 
chine gun  emplacement  forward  of 
the  pilot,  one  aft  of  the  wings,  and 
one  below,  protecting  the  ship  at 
all  angles  of  attack.  There  are 
machine  gun  pivots  also  in  each 
of  the  engine  rooms  In  the  wings. 

The  wing  span  is  114  feet,  and 
the  length  of  fuselage  is  seventy-two 
feet. 

CANDIDATE  FOR  ROUTE 

Leo,  it  has  been  suggested,  may 
prove  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  alr 
mall  route  to  South  America  be- 
cause of  its  speed  and  lightness. 
Commercially  equipped.  It  is  be- 
lieved it  could  carry  from  six  to 
eight  passengers. 

Another  air  force  Innovation  Is 
the  portable  Sausage-shuttel.  This 
engine  of  war  consists  of  a  cylinder 
equipped  with  airplane  engine  and 
propeller  and  a  pilot  s  nest.  Trans- 
portable on  trucks,  it  Is  used  for 
moving  a  captive  balloon  from  one 
position  to  another.  This  opera- 
tion formerly  was  effected  tediously 
with  a  rope  from  the  ground*  Made 
Into  a  blimp,  however,  the  sausage 
now  can  be  moved  over  wooded, 
or  otherwise  difficult,  ground  with 
a  minimum  of  delay.

Huillla  (pronounced  Wheeler,  for 
you)  is  neither  a  youngster  or  new- 
comer to  these  parts.  In  fact, 
HuUlia  is  reputed  to  be  more  than 
120  years  old;  Is  at  least  fifty  feet 
long;  thicker  than  a  fat  man  In 
girth;  eats  whole  cows  and  even 
big  black  bulls  for  breakfast  or  light 
lunch;  roars  like  a  lion  and  lives  on 
both  land  and  sea. 

■AM  AM  OFFSPRING 

And.  confidentially.  Huillla  Is 
officially  reported  to  have  given 
birth  to  y»ung  Huillla.  But  appar- 
ently Mr.  Huillla — if  the  present 
one  is  "Mrs."— left  home,  for  there 
never  has  been  more  than  one 
mature  member  seen  at  one  time. 

As  far  back  as  a  century  ago.  so 
histories  and  strange  legend  of  the 
mysterious  East  Indian  say,  Huillla 
was  seen  cavorting  around  the 
mouth  of  the  Oropouche  River 
where  scattered  settlers  lived  in 
terror  of  the  ambling  gormandizer 
which  played  havoc  with  wandering 
livestock.  Only  a  month  ago  mem- 
bers of  a  hunting  party  swore  they 
saw  Huillla  reach  its  long  neck  from 
the  river  and  seize  an  unsuspecting 
bull,  grazing  in  the  marshes 

Belief  of  Hulllia's  early  life  is  not 
based  alone  on  legend.  In  C.  L. 
Joseph's  "History  of  Trinidad"  pub- 
lished In  1840,  description  is  given 
of  an  amphibian  snake,  believed  a 
denizen  of  the  marshes  and  rivers 
of  Band  de  l'Est,  known  to  have 
attacked  at  least  one  man.  Another 
historian,  De  Verteuil.  tells  of  an 
eighteen-foot  "baby"  being  captured 
as  It  sought  to  make  off  with  a 
struggling  young  deer. 

IS  GREATLY  FEARED 

Native  hunters  fear  the  spot 
where  Huillla  reputedly  resides  and 
terrified  shrieks  of  trembling  mon- 
keys often  fill  the  night  air.  And 
no  wonder.  Here's  how  one  hunts- 
man described  a  Huillla  discovered, 
he  claims,  in  the  Narlva  lagoon: 

Oreyish -brown  in  color,  with  a 
series  ol  large  white  circles  sur- 
rounding white  dots.  The  head,  he 
added,  was  dark,  divided  by  a 
darker  streak. 

It  might  sound  a  little  weird  but 
there's  one  group  with  sufficient 
faith  In  the  records  to  Investigate 
them.  Members  of  the  order  of 
loyal  Hulilia  supporters  formed  a 
search  party  and  traveled  into  the 
creature's  feared  kingdom.  The  ex- 
pedition was  loitering  around  the 
mosquito-infested  swamps,  in  hope 
of  greeting  its  quarry   .   .  .

The  ordinary  baking  soda  can  In- 
deed be  used  as  a  dentifrice  to  keep 
the  teeth  clean,  healthy  and  spar- 
kling. But  the  average  woman 
usually  uses  a  well-known,  prepared 
dentifrice.  Yet  even  among  such 
I  marketed  preparations,  women  some- 
times find  selection  difficult.  And 
that's  mostly  because 
puzzled  as  to  whether 
powders  are  most  effective  In  keep 
lng  the  teeth  white  and  lustrous. 

There  really  Isn't  any  need  for 
bewilderment  on  this  score,  how- 
ever. For  pastes  and  powders  usually 
are  of  equal  merit.  As  long  as  the 
dentiiflce  chosen  is  of  a  reliable 
brand,  it  may  be  paste  or  powder, 
as  is  preferred. 

Some  people  claim  that  pastes 
contain  gummy  substances  upon 
which  bacteria  thrive.  But  If.  as  you 
should,  you  use  a  good  mouth  wash 
after  brushing  your  teeth.  It  will 
thoroughly  cleanse  your  teeth  and 
mouth  of  any  such  substance  that 
the  paste  may  contain. 

Other  people  object  to  powders  on 
the  ground  that  they  are  likely  to 
contain  harsh  abrasives.  But  If  you 
are  at  all  careful  In  your  selection, 
you  may  easily  procure  a  powder 
that  is  free  from  grit,  Infusorial 
earth  or  other  insoluble  substances. 

A  good  dentifrice  should  assist 
the  toothbrush  In  removing  food 
particles  and  germs,  should  contain 
a  polishing  agent  hard  enough  to 
remove  tartar  and  scale,  but  too 
soft  to  scratch  the  tooth  enamel; 
should  neutralize  acidity,  and  should 
be  pleasant  In  taste  and  odor.  If 
you  select  a  dentifrice  that  pos- 
sesses these  properties,  you'll  be 
doing  right  by  your  ivories,  regard- 
less of  whether  it's  paste  or 
that  you

The  ordinary  baking  soda  can  in- 
deed be  used  as  a  den Uf  rice  to  keep 
the  teeth  clean,  healthy  and  spar- 
kling. But  the  average  woman 
usually  uses  a  well-known,  prepared 
dentifrice.  Yet  even  among  such 
marketed  preparations,  women  some- 
times find  selection  difficult.  And 
that's  mostly  because  they  are 
puzzled  as  to  whether  pastes  or 
powders  are  moat  effective  In  keep- 
ing the  teeth  white  and  lustrous. 

There  really  Isn't  any  need  for 
bewilderment  on  this  score,  how- 
ever. For  pastes  and  powders  usually 
are  of  equal  merit  As  long  as  the 
dentrtflce  chosen  Is  of  a  reliable 
brand.  It  may  be  paste  or  powder, 
as  is  preferred. 

Some  people  claim  that  pastes 
contain  gummy  substances  upon 
which  bacteria  thrive.  But  if,  as  you 
should,  you  use  a  good  mouth  wilh 
after  brushing  your  teeth.  It  will 
thoroughly  cleanse  your  teeth  and 
mouth  of  any  such  substance  that 
the  paste  may  contain. 

Other  people  object  to  powders  on 
the  ground  that  they  are  likely  to 
contain  harsh  abrasives.  But  if  you 
are  at  all  careful  In  your  selection, 
you  may  easily  procure  a  powder 
that  Is  free  from  grit.  Infusorial 
earth  or  other  Insoluble  substances. 

A  good  dentifrice  should  assist 
the  toothbrush  In  removing  food 
particles  and  germs,  should  contain 
a  polishing  agent  hard  enough  to 
remove  tartar  and  scale,  but  too 
soft  to  scratch  the  tooth  enamel; 
should  neutralize  acidity,  and  should 
be  pleasant  in  taste  and  odor.  If 
you  select  a  dentifrice  that  pos- 
sesses these  properties,  you'll  be 
doing  right  by  your  ivories,  regard- 
less of  whether  its  paste  or  powder 
that  you  use.

Just  the  way  books  are  loaned  by 
public  libraries.  Dr.  H.  Harold 
Axworthy,  director  of  the  bureau  of 
community  service  of  New  York 
University,  was  co-organlzer  of  the 
Toyery  with  Mrs.  Cash. 

The  toy-lending  service  was  In- 
augurated as  an  experiment  at  the 
University  Community  House,  and 
has  demonstrated  such  great  suc- 
cess in  counteracting  delinquent 
Influences,  that  the  service  is  being 
extended  to  other  poor  districts. 

At  the  Toyery  the  age-long  dream 
of  under-privileged  youngsters  has

thing  must  be  done  about  It 
says  Mrs.  Cash,  director  of  the 
Toyery.  "The  desire  to  play  Is 
fundamental  in  every  child.  It  Is 
as  important  to  his  spiritual  wel- 
fare as  food  Is  to  his  body  If  a 
child  is  deprived  of  proper  play 
facilities,  his  development  is 
stunted. 

"Playgrounds  have  already  pro- 
vided the  slum  child  with  some  out- 
let for  his  energy  better  than  the 
streets.  But  social  service  has  neg- 
lected the  child's  home  life.  We 
could  not  possibly  collect  enough 
toys  to  let  the  children  keep  all  of 
them — although  that  Is  what  we 
eventually  hope  to  accomplish.  So 
we  compromised  by  the  lending 
library  idea.  When  a  child  brings 
back  his  borrowed  toy,  then  he  may 
choose  another  one. 

"We  have  been  surprised  at  the 
good  care  the  children  take  of  their 


toys  are  broken,  men  from  the 
Emergency  Unemployment  Bureau 
repair  them.  The  public  responded 
so  generously  that  we  are  now  able 
to  organize  new  lending  library 
units  to  distribute  the  toys  to  play- 
hungry  children.  Already  the  rec- 
ords prove  that  the  children's 
school  work  Improves  and  the  list 
of  delinquents  shrink  when  con- 
tructlve  play  opportunity  is  pro- 
vided. 

"Merely  by  collecting  discarded 
playthings  from  homes  in  any  com- 
munity, similar  units  could  be  or- 
ganized in  every  city— and  would,  I 
believe,  be  an  important  influence 
in  stemming  the  tide  of  Juvenile 
delinquency,"  Dr.  Axworthy  states 
"H/)w  much  better  it  Is  to  give  the 
youngster  equal  play  opportunity 
than  to  attempt  to  dispose  of  their 
natural  play  hunger  by  distributing 
some  toys— any  toys  out  of  a  grab 
bag  at  Christmas  time."

likely  will,  become  law,  with  the 
consent  of  Government  supporters 
In  the  Legislature. 

Premier  Pattullo  rehearsed  what 
had  led  up  to  Introduction  of  the 
measure.  He  told  of  the  state  of 
Provincial  finances  when  the  new 
Ministry  assumed  office  on  Novem- 
ber 15;  of  successive  negotiations 
with  the  bank  and  with  Ottawa  for 
•  release  of  credit  to  meet  urgent 
conditions;  and  went  at  length  into 
the  proposals  and  results  of  the 
•Western  and  National  Conferences. 

Speaking  on  the  actual  lntentloru 
of  the  Government  In  asking  for 
extension  of  the  powers  of  the  Min- 
istry, the  Premier  said  the  Province 
desired  full  power  to  deal  with  any 
situation  that  might  develop.  He 
denied  any  thought  of  dictatorship, 
and  asked  the  Legislature  to  trust 
the  good  intent  and  the  capability 
of  the  Ministry  to  deal  with  such 
Increased  powers  only  In  the  public 
Interest.    He  said.  In  part: 

"We  asked  for  our  proportion  of 
the  $200,000,000  we  suggested  be 
spent  In  Canada,  but  we  did  not  get 
It.  We  said  that  there  was  no  In- 
tention of  piling  up  deficits,  but 
that  we  desired  that  the  national 
credit  be  used  to  take  up  the  slack 
In  employment,  and  this  could  be 
done  without  any  Injury  to  the  -na- 
tional credit. 

"We  have  not  received  any  word 
from  Ottawa,  and  if  we  have  our 
backs  to  the  wall  we  are  going  to 
fight.  In  light  of  the  fact  that  we 
do  not  know  what  Ottawa  will  do — 
what  It  proposes  on  agricultural 
marketing— what  It  plans  to  do  In 
connection  with  short  term  agricul- 
tural credits— what  It  will  do  on 
anything,  have  we  not  got  to  have 
general  powers?  It  seems  to  me 
that  we  must."  Premier  Pattullo 
declared. 

Objection  had  been  taken  to  the 
bill  on  the  ground  that  It  proposed 
dictatorial  powers,  he  continued.  A 
former  Premier  and  a  former  Min- 
ister of  Education  had  referred  to 
the  possibility  of  a  sale  of  the 
P.O.E.  outside  of  the  liouse.  Did

Power  was  not  sought  to  deal 
with  appointment  to  or  dismissal 
from  Provincial  offices.  Adminis- 
tration of  Justice  was  excluded,  as 
was  anything  to  do  with  liquor  li- 
censing or  company  law.  No  effort 
would  be  made  to  Interfere  with 
business  concerns,  other  than  nor- 
mal regulation  under  their  Incor- 
porations.

"If  this  House  does  not  want  to 
delegate  reasonable  powers  to  the 
Government,  the  responsibility  for 
anything  that  may  arise  will  be  on 
this  House.

"It  we  as  a  Legislature  hand  over 
all  rights  to  the  Cabinet  and  com- 
mit political  sulcTde.  we  shall  cer- 
tainly be  setting  up  a  dictatorial 
form  of  Government.  The  people 
of  this  country  hold  dearly  to  their 
rights  and  liberties,  and  If  you  want 
to  raize  trouble  there  Is  no  surer 
way  of  doing  it  than  by  striking  at 
these  rights."  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  concluded. 

WHAT  CONDITIONS? 
Herbert  Anecomb  (Independent. 
Victoria),  said  he  could  see  nothing 
to  Justify  introduction  of  the  bill. 
An  ordinary  layman  could  see  the 
(•measure  would  give  most  extensive 
powers  to  the  Oovemment.  The 
bill  recited  that  grave  conditions 
eaUted  and  that  these  powers  were 
needed.  Beyond  hard  Umes  there 
was  nothing  unusually  grave  about 
the  situation,  and  certainly  nothing 
that  a  democratic  Oovemment  could 
not  deal  with  in  a  normal  way. 

The  bill  would  empower  the  min- 
istry to  make  sales  of  natural  re- 
sources, and  to  borrow  money  with- 
out the  sanction  of  the  Legislature, 
on  the  sole  credit  of  the  Province. 
Would  anyone  with  a  knowledge  of 
the  record  of  past  Governments 
sanction  such  powers?  He  was  con- 
vinced British  Columbia's  borrow- 
ing powers  were  about  at  an  end 
that  would  not  save,  however,  fresh 
debt  being  added,  If  the  bill  passed 
The  Province  had  already  loaned  a 
million  to  Industry,  and  would  not 
get  much  of  it  back. 

It  had  been  suggested,  said  Mr. 
Anscomb.  that  the  S  P  A.  was  to  be 
used  as  a  club  for  the  head  of  the 
Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  and  for 
no  other  purpose. 

NOT  A  CI.  I  | 
Premier   Pattullo  objected, 
had  not  said  so.  he  responded. 

It  was  common  sense  on  the  part 
of  the  Dominion  not  to  advance 
funds  to  British  Columbia  until  it 
had  first  demonstrated  a  desire  to 
cut  expenses,  Mr.  Anscmb  resumed. 
He  would  suggest  that  Introduction 
of  the  measure  implied  that  unless 
Ottawa  came  to  the  aid  of  the  Prov- 
ince  there   would  be  repudiation. 
The  refunding  bill  provided  for  Just 
such  a  position,  he  declared. 
Premier  Pattullo  denied  It. 
One  year  hence,  continued  Mr 
Anscomb,    the    Legislature  could 
either  approve  or.  condemn  4he  use 
of  these  powers  by  the  Oovemment. 
but  the  damage  would  meanwhile 
Jave  been  done,  and  could  not  be 
undone.    He  was  not  prepared  to 
vote  such  powers  to  the  present 
Oovemment,  nor  to  any  Govern 
ment.    If  there  arose  a  crisis  to 
meet,    the    Legislature    could  be 
easily  summoned,  and  with  far  less 
cost.

TORONTO,  March  20  (CP).— Citizens  «ad  admirers  ot 
the  Queen  City — sometimes  called  Toronto  i in-  Good — 
celebrating  this  year  the  centenary  of  cityhood,  art  get- 
ting a  real  eye-opener. 


Searchers  Into  past  history  have 
discovered  much  to  disillusion.  They 
have  hauled  gaunt  syeletons  Into 
the  light  ot  the  public  prints.  What- 
ever title  the  modern  city  has  to  the 
seraphic  appellation  "The  Oood' 
her  colorful  career  of  a  few  years 
back,  as  recently  revealed,  has  In- 
spired In  one  of  her  own  dally  news- 
papers the  headline.  "Toronto  the 
Very.  Very  Bad,  Preceded  Toronto 
the  Oood."  Not  only  that,  some 
of  her  < 

spots"  and  origin  of  name  have  been 
rudely  shaken  by  the  latest  reflec- 
tions on  their  historic  city. 

Percy  J.  Robinson  s  new  book  To- 
ronto During  the  French  Regime, 
has.  in  the  words  of  W.  A.  Deacon, 
book  reviewer  for  The  Toronto  Mall 
and  Empire,  "told  us  a  great  deal 
that  is  startling,  and  much  that  Is 
quite  new  and  revolutionary,  about 
the  Queen  City." 

CAME  TO  BAD  END 

The  review  points  out  it  is  usually 
believed  Toronto's  history  began 
with  the  United  Empire  Loyalists 
and  Governor  John  Oraves  Simcoe, 
In  1793,  and  that  York  was  the 
older  name. 

'•Etlenne  Brule,  In  1815,  was  the 
first  white  man  to  behold  the  site 
of  our  capital  (Toronto),  and  he 
came  to  a  bad  end,"  Mr.  Deacon 
write*.      "The    Huron*  (Indiana) 
killed  and  ate  him.    La  Salle  was 
the  first  to    .   .   .  use  the  name  of 
Toronto  as  we  spell  it.     The  first 
white  men  to  live  in  the  vicinity 
were  Sulplclan  missionaries,  who  es- 
tablished   themselves    In  French- 
man's Bay.  at  the  mouth  of  the 
River  Rouge,  In    1M8."  French- 
mans  Bay  is  fifteen  miles  east  of 
the  present  site  of  Toronto. 
,  Mr.  Robinson's  book  goes  back  to 
the  wars  between  the  Indian  tribes, 
their   favorite   battleground  being 
what  is  now  Toronto.    The  author 
speaks  of  their  alliances  with  the 
French  and  English.     About  the 
year   1700.   the  Senecas  were  ex- 
pelled or  retired  south  of  Lake  On- 
tario.    The  district  was  then  oc- 
cupied by  the  Misslssaugas  until  the 
English  conquest.     However,  "the 
Misslssaugas  from  the  first  showed 
a  distinct  preference  for  trading  at 
Albany,  attracted  by  the  potency  of 
the  English  rum." 

PROHIBITION  LIFTED 

•Whether  the  name  Toronto  was 
derived  from  an  Indian  phrase,  "the 
place  of  meeting,"  is  a  subject  ot 
rquch  recent  writing  to  the  papers 


skins  met  there  often  enough.  "To- 
ronto was  intended  as  a  place  at 
which  to  sell  liquor  to  the  Indians," 
the  book  goes  on.  "To  hold  Indian 
trade  the  general  French  prohibi- 
tion against  selling  liquor  to  the 
Indians  was  lifted." 

Evidently  trade  competitions  be- 
tween English  rum  and  French 
brandy  was  very  keen,  and  Toronto 
was  the  fighting  place  for  that,  too. 
It  Is  recorded  that  during  the  war 
ished  traditions  of  "exact  |  in   which   France   lost  Canada  to 

England,  the  Misslssaugas  plotted 
to  attack  their  former  allies,  the 
French.  When  asked  why,  they  re- 
plied: 'To  get  brandy  for  nothing." 
The  brisk  trade  in  "fire-water"  con- 
tinued after  the  English  occupa- 
tions, and  the  first  British  arrest 
in  Toronto  was  of  a  trader  whose 
stock  had  been  reduced  "to  ten 
gallons  of  rum."  When  Oovemor 
Simcoe  arrived  to  develop  the  place 
under  the  British  flag.  "His  Excel- 
lency gave  the  Indians  rum  and 
tobacco  " 

SELECTED  FOR  CAPITAL 

Toronto  was  not  the  place  chosen 
by  Governor  Simcoe  for  the  capital 
of  Upper  Canada,  the  new  book  re- 
veals. The  Governor  preferred 
London,  in  the  southwestern  part  of 
the  province,  for  the  capital-to-be, 
but  was  directed  by  Lord  Dorches- 
ter, his  superior  in  administrative 
authority,  to  give  Toronto  the 
honor.  "This  will  pain  loyal  To- 
rontonlans  more  than  the  loose  life 
on  the  Portage,"  comments  Mr. 
Deacon.  The  Portage  was  the  fam- 
ous old  Indian  trading  route,  run- 
ning from  a  point  Just  west  of  To- 
ronto to  Lake  Simcoe,  and  the 
Upper  Lakes. 

Anyway,  Toronto  of  1934  is  not 
permitting  the  rum-trading  ghosts 
of  the  past,  nor  the  controversies  re- 
garding early  name,  time  and  place, 
to  affect  the  celebrations  of  the 
present.  Centenary  observances 
opened  In  earnest  with  festivals  of 
music,  this  month. 

The  birthday  party  will  continue 
through  the  Summer  and  Fall,  with 
three  high  spots  of  three-day  cele- 
brations around  May  24,  July  1  and 
August  4,  and  a  wind-up  in  a  blaze 
of  glory  at  the  Canadian  National 
Exhibition  about  September  1.

In  Kersey's 
"Dictionary,"  under  that  publication 
date,  we  find  a  "doting"  tree  is  "a 
tree  almost  worn  out  with  age."  In 
"Modern  Husbandry,"  an  old  Eng- 
lish work  published  in  1750,  we  find 
"If  any  elm  begin  to  doat.  pick  out 
such  for  the  ax!"

|  been  dismissed  by  Mr.  Justice  A  I 
Fisher,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  a 
Judgment  yesterday. 

In  summing    up  the 
Lordship  sets  out  as  follows 

"My  conclusion  on  the  whole  mat- 
ter is  that  there  ls  no  such  differ- 
ence in  substance  between  what  wa& 
bargained  for  and  what  was  ob- 
j  tained  by  the  plaintiff  so  as  to  con- 
stitute a  total  failure  of  considera- 
tion or  absence  of  the  subject  mat- 
ter, and  there  being  no  fraud,  and 
the  plaintiff  having  accepted  a  con- 
veyance containing  no  warranty 
such  as  ls  alleged  by  plaintiff,  and 
having  been  in  possession  there- 
under for  6ome  time,  this  action 
cannot  be  maintained  and  must  be 
dismissed  with  costs." 

The  action  was  one  in  which  the 
plaintiff,  James  Maynard,  of  this 
city,  proceeded  against  Sidney  C 
Galpin,  Walter  S.  Galpln  and  Al- 1 
bert  E.  Brayne,  as  trustees  of 
Thomas  Galpln,  of  London,  England, 
claiming  the  rescission  of  the  agree- 
ment owing  to  a  mistake,  mutual  or 
unilateral,  in  the  purchase  agree- 
ment entered  into. 

The  purchase  of  the  property  took 
place  January  22,  1929. 

WAS  MO  FRAUD 
His  Lordship  found  that  without 
hesitation  he  could  say  that  there 
was  not,  on  the  part  of  the  defen- 
dants, any  misrepresentation  or  con 
cealment  amounting  to  fraud,  or  any 
inducement  or  coercion  of  the 
plaintiff. 

In  the  course  of  the  Judgment

Singapore  and  else- 
where With  these  deductions  the 
present  strength  In  regular  first- 
sine  aircraft  of  the  Home  Defence 
Force — Including  sixty  aircraft  de- 
tached for  army  co-operation  duties 
— is  only  420  airplanes.  The  mod- 
est addition  of  two  home  defence 
squadrons  this  year  will  Increase 
this  figure  to  about  445.  The  fourth 
new  squadron — of  large  multl-en- 
glned  flying  boats— will  be  stationed 
abroad. 

Lord  Londonderry,  Secretary  of 
State  for  Air,  Is  able  to  claim  that 
the  Increase  in  strength  provided  In 
this  year's  estimates  Involves  a  net 
expansion  in  cost  of  only  £135,000— 
from  £17.428.000  to  £17.581,000.  His 
explanatory  memorandum.  Issued 
with  the  estimates,  says:  "That  the 
rise  is  so  small  is  due  to  the  wflsV 
tlnuance  of  the  most  stringent 
economy  and  to  a  further  post- 
ponement of  all  services,  the  com- 
pletion of  which  Is  not  a  matter  of 
urgent  necessity."

Eight  squadrons  will  still  remain 
to  be  added  to  the  Home  Defence 
Force,  on  the  basis  of  the  present 
estimates,  before  the  programme  of 
fifty-two  squadrons  planned  by  the 
Government  In  1923 — eleven  years 
ago—  Is  completed.  Year  after  year 
has  seen  postponement,  in  the  hope 
that  any  semblance  of  a  race  In 
aerial  armaments  might  be  avoided 
and  that  a  reasonable  Disarmament 
Convention  might  be  signed  by  the 
Powers.  Since  1923  other  nations 
have  vastly  Increased  their  air 
strengths.  Great  Britain,  today,  in 
spite  of  the  unrivaled  quality  of  her 
flying  material  and  the  skill  and 
morale  of  her  military  airmen.  Is  In 
the  size  of  her  air  fleet  risking  too 
much.  Lord  Londonderry  makes  the 
position  clear.  He  adds: 

"Pending  the  results  of  the  Dis- 
armament Conference,  the  number 
of  new  units  to  be  formed  in  this 
country  Is  being  curtailed  to  a 
minimum,  and  wllr.  In  fact,  do  little 
to  bridge  the  widening  gap  between 
the  present  strengths  of  the  Royal 
Air  Force  and  of  the  air  services  of 
other  great  powers.  His  Majesty's 
Government  ...  are  under  the  ne- 
cessity of  making  it  plain  that  they 
cannot,  in  the  Interests  of  our  na- 
tional and  Imperial  security,  accept 
a  position  of  continuing  Inferiority 
in  the  air." 

MUST  HAVE  PARITY 

In  other  words,  unless  parity  can 
be  attained  in  another  way— by  a 
reduction  of  other  air  forces  to  the 
British  or  to  any  other  Interna- 
tionally  agreed    level— the/  British  I 
Government  will  take  steps  to  build 
up  a  force  equal  In  strength  to  that 
of  the  strongest  foreign  power.  Such  J 
action  would  involve  doubling  the 
present  strength  of  the  R.A.F.,  thusi 
providing  first-line  aircraft  equal  in  | 


number  with  those  in  the 
air  force,  which  Is  at 
largest  In  the  world. 

If  such  action  be  Inevitable,  It 
will  fortunately  not  be  expensive. 
Careful  calculations  show  that  the 
increased  expenditure  demanded  to 
double  the  force  In  size  Is  ftfeOwX 
MjOOO.OOO,  Involving  a  net  annua! 
expenditure  of  £25,500.000— leaf  tttta 
one-quarter  of  the  combined  ftssMal 
expenditure  on  the  three  British 
fighting  services.  And  such  ft  fbffa\ 
assuming  twice  the  number  of  air- 
craft and  fighting  personnel  and  an 
adequate  reserve  of 
would,  in  the  view  of 
pens,  be  adequate  to  assure  the 
protection  of  Britain  and  of  the 
Empire  from  aerial  attack.

Because  the  guard  is  -  'i; art  l.s  no 
reason,  however,  to  give  up  feinting 
as  useless  and  Just  so  much  wilted 
motion.  No  matter  how  asPert  the 
guard  is  he  finds  It  more  difficult 
to  guard  the  feinting  player  than  to 
guard  the  player  who  uses  no  feint- 
ing. And,  also,  the  most  capable  of 
defensive  players  Is  always  at  the 
disadvantage  of  not  knowing  what 
the  feint  Is  going  to  be  until  after 
the  ball  holder  knows  It. 

The  ball  holder,  of  course.  Is  the 
one  who  determines  the  nature  of 
the  feint.  Not  until  he  makes  a  body 
movement  does  his  opponent,  the 
defensive  player,  know  what  the 
movement  Is  going  to  be. 

The  defensive  player  might  guess 
the  movement,  thus  anticipating  it 
with  the  proper  counter  movement, 
but  it  must  always  be  a  guess.  If 
the  ball  holder's  feints  are  quick, 
sudden  flashes  of  action,  the  de- 
fensive player  will  soon  stop  00BB- 
mitting  himself. 

The  accompanying  sequence  of 
moving  pictures,  taken  at  slow- 
motion  speed,  were  not  performed 
slow  motion  by  any  means.  The  ball 
holder  flashed  through  the  field  at 
high  speed.  What  looks  slow  in  tliese 
printed  pictures  would  be  revealed 
in  their  true,  swift  light  If  shown 
as  natural  action  on  the  screen.

For 
the  Rules  of  Oolf  Committee,  in 
pushing  the  names  and  definitions 
of  matches  right  up  to  the  front 
gives  the  necessary  leads  in  this 
regard.  ^ 

Oolf  matches    are    described  as 

follows: 

Single— When  two  players  oppose 

each  other. 

Threesome — One  player  against 
two,  each  side  playing  one  ball. 

Foursome— Two  play  against  two, 
each  side  playing  alternate  strokes, 
with  one  ball  and  each  player  of 
side  driving  from  alternate  teeing 
grounds. 

Three-Ball  Match— Three  play 
against  one  another,  each  playing 
his  own  ball 

Best  Ball  Match— One  player 
against  best  ball  of  two  or  three  op- 
posing players,  each  playing  his 
own  ball. 

Four-Ball  Match— Two  players, 
each  playing  his  y>wn  ball  against 
the  better  ball  of  two  other  players, 
also  each  playing  own  ball.  In  a 
four-ball  match  the  best  ball  and 
best  aggregate  are  usually  counted 
one  point  on  each  hole,  the  match 
being  decided  by  points  won. 

Mixed  Foursome  —  Lady  arvi 
gentleman  against  lady  and  gentle- 
man, each  side  plavlng  one  ball  In 
alternate  strokes  and  each  player  of 
side  playing  from  alternate  teeing 
regardless  of  which  player 
lost  stroke  on  preceding  hole 
incidentally.  surprisingly  few 
players  know  the  limits  of  the  tee- 
ing ground,  the  starting  point  for 
every  hole  This  is  a  rectangular 
space  the  depth  of  two  club  lengths 
directly  behind  the  line  of  the  two 
markers  When  the  markers  are 
set  bark  on  the  teeing  ground  to

where  It  lands,  even  though  he 
should  mishit  it  slightly.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  player  who  knows 
nothing  of  hitting  the  ball  down, 
but  scoops  every  shot  into  the  air. 
has  no  chance  against  an  unfavor- 
able wind  He  will  always  prefer 
to  have  it  at  his  back  and  take  his 
chances  on  the  run  of  the  ball. 

In  the  same  way,  a  player  who 
strikes  the  ball  accurately  can  get 
more  backspin  from  a  clean  lie  on 
hard  ground,  a  situation  which  con- 
founds the  duffer.  Whenever  a  shot 
must  be  stopped  very  quickly,  the 
experienced  player  dreads  the  pres- 
ence of  any  grass  which  might  in- 
terfere with  a  clean,  dry,  contact 
between  club  and  ball. 

The  iron  clubs  of  moderate  loft 
are  the  easiest  to  use,  as  the  aver- 
age golfer  will  testify.  His  favorite 
iron  will  usually  be  found  to  be  a 
No.  3.  4  or  5.  or  some  club  of  similar 
construction.  The  pitching  clubs 
have  two  much  loft— he  is  not  able' 
to  get  the  backspin  with  them  which

To  give  the  average  player  a  bit 
of  a  rest;  among  those  who  get 
first-class  results,  there  Is  often  a 
tendency,  either  characteristic  or 
temporary,  to  "play  across  the  ball" 
from  one  side  or  the  other.  In 
other  words,  to  favor  either  a  fade 
or  draw  on  every  shot.  Naturally, 
if  the  tendency  cannot  be  over- 
come at  will,  a  wind  from  the  6ide 
which  favors  the  "break"  magnifies 
It  to  a  troublesome  extent. 

I  had  one  experience  with  such  a 
tendency,  playing  through  the  Brit- 
ish open  at  St.  Anne's  with  a  posi- 
tive inability  to  hold  a  shot  up  Into 
a  left-hand  wind.  I  had  managed 
it  well  enough  at  Hunnlngdale  In 
comparative  calm  But  my  experi-
